American. 

The only way I can as¬ 
suage my conscience is to 
tell you about it, in hopes 
that you, as the head of an 
organization dealing with 
the American public, will 
exercise more caution in the 
future as to the type and 
caliber of men you hire to 
represent your company in 
this field.

Now that President Ken¬ 
nedy has fully reaffirmed 
his confidence in Adlai 
Stevenson’s handling of the 
Cuban affair, it appears to 
me that the President ought 
to tell the American people 
just whom it is that Steven¬ 
son is satisfying — Castro, 
Khrushchev, Kennedy or the 
American people. 

Stevenson was recently 
quoted as saying: "I hope 
the time ha.sn’t come in the 
United States when it is con¬ 
sidered better to advocate 
war to settle issues than 
peaceful means, because, if 
that time should come, the 
world is doomed.”

After all, what good 
is our armed might if it is 
not backed up by a firm re¬ 
solution to let the world 
know that wo will not bo 
bullied, that our rights will 
be fully protected, if need 
be, by the use of those very 
arms? 

For us to advertise to the 
world that we will readily, 
gladly surrender, right, 
principle, integrity, and sov- 
erenty, if need be, to avoid 
a ri.sk of war is, in effect, 
to tell our enemies that they 
have nothing to fear from 
us — our guns are either not 
loaded or wo wouldn’t use 
them if they were loaded. 
It is thus an invitation to 
our enemies to take what 
they want, demand and got, 
through compromise, what¬ 
ever they want and that at 
all times we will surrender 
whatever is neco.ssary rather 
than fight. 

And this is the man, 
Stevenson, in whom Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy has complete 
confidence. Can the Ameri¬ 
can people have confidence 
in either one? Are wo to 
have the slightest confi¬ 
dence in the Communi.st as-

Christmas 
Cards Show 
Changes 

Greeting cards for Christ¬ 
mas show, each season, an 
increase in the number of 
religious subjects—but this 
has not always been true. In 
fact, the earliest Christmas 
cards often had designs that 
seemed to have no connec¬ 
tion with the holiday. 

Instead of Nativity scenes 
or symbols of holly and 
mistletoe, early American 
Christmas cards of the 19th 
century were decorated with 
roses and portraits of young 
ladies, according to The En¬ 
cyclopedia Americana. Oft¬ 
en, plump robins were pic¬ 
tured si 11 i n g on tree 
branches dripping with 
icicles. 

In this early stage, pin-up 
girls were not unusual. Kate 
Greenaway drawings were 
frequently used, some cards 
picturing single figures from 
her drawings, other portray¬ 
ing dancing girls with gar¬ 
lands of flowers. 

About 1870, cards were 
frosted and fringed with 
heavy silk.

To further complicate 
matters, there are two muni¬ 
cipal Water Districts operat¬ 
ing in the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and while it is hoped 
that they will eventually be 
able to work out a plan 
which is best for both, at 
this time there will be two 
Districts working on the 
problem and the informa- 
wlthln 30 concerning one does not 

necessarily mean that the 
other District is in full 
agreement. 

The City of Sierra Madre 
operates its own Water De¬ 
partment. The existing 
water facilities were pur¬ 
chased when the city was 
first incorporated in 1907. 

Whatever is the course of 
action taken in the months 
to come, the city will con¬ 
tinue to operate its owm 
water company within the 
city limits. The present total 
water supply to the city con¬ 
sists of the water which can 
be pumped directly from the 
underground basins, the 
water which is captured in 
our tunnels up near the 
Sierra Madre Dam, and the 
water which the city puts 
underground through its 
spreading grounds on East 
Grand View. 

Each of these sources of 
supply is limited. The regu¬ 
lar underground pumping is 
controlled by a court order 
which resulted from the 
Raymond Basin Adjudica¬ 
tion; the tunnel supply is 
limited by the capacity of 
the tunnels to intercept 
underground flow and the 
spreading operation by the 
amount of rainfall coming 
down the Santa Anita Wash 
which can be captured and 
put underground. Each of 
these sources is under con¬ 
stant study to see it more 
water can be made avail¬ 
able. Each is subject to a 
considerable extent on the 
weather and rainfall. 

Viewed in the .short range 
and for our present popula¬ 
tion the total city of Sierra 
Madre water supply is bare¬ 
ly adequate. The city has 
existed due to a few rainy 
years which have increased 
the tunnel flow and also the 
amount of spreading of 
water but even with these 
supplemental supplies, in 
1961 the city had to pur¬ 
chase $18,600 of water from 
Arcadia. The city must plan 
ahead to the time when 
through a combination of 
growth, dry years and the 
inability of Arcadia to have 
surplus water (through the 
same diminishing factors)

The pollution problem in 
the Los Angeles Basin is so 
different from that in Eng¬ 
land that it rules out com¬ 
pletely the possibility of a 
similar emergency here, 

Griswold said. 

“Most of the pollution in 
London comes from the 
burning of coal for domestic 
heating and industry,” Gris¬ 
wold said. “This produces 
heavy’ soot and dangerous 
levels of sulfur dioxide and 
carbon mono.xide.” 

“Here we are burning na¬ 
tural gas for domestic heat¬ 
ing, and industry is pre¬ 
pared to switch from fuel oil 
to natural gas any time the 
forecast for smog is unfavor¬ 
able.” 

Under Rule 62, adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors, in¬ 
dustry in the basin must 
burn natural gas from April 
15 to November 16, the per¬ 
iod when weather conditions 
here are most favorable to 
smog. The remaining 
months an “Operation Fuel 
Switch” can be called by the 
Air Pollution Control Dis¬ 
trict when eye irritation be¬ 
comes moderate to heavy. 

Switch to natural gas fuel 
was called Dec. 5 and re¬ 
mains in effect until the eye 
irritant level drops. 

“This system prevents 
any contamination of our 
atmopsphere even remotely 
resembling the concentra¬ 
tions being experienced in 
London,” Griswold said. 

“In addition to this wo 
maintain the world’s most 
extensive air monitoring 
and warning system. We 
have .stations throughout 
the basin monitoring the air 
night and day, and connect¬ 
ed to headquarters by a 
radio relay system. 

“Any rise in pollution is 
reported immediately, and 
preventive action is initi¬ 
ated at the earliest stage.

The Los Angeles County 
Air Pollution Control Dis¬ 
trict has seven monitoring 
stations which continuously 
test the air. Rise in the level 
of any one of four specific 
contaminants sets in motion 
a safety system, which 
legally could close down all 
industry in a major emer¬ 
gency. This situation has 
never been closely ap¬ 
proached, Griswold said. 

Griswold noted London 
has a long history of air 
pollution, which reached a 
crisis on Dec. 4, 1962 when 
the death of 4,000 persons 
was attributed to the four- 
day “killer-smog” which fol¬ 
lowed. 

The Air Pollution Control 
Officer said reports from 
London indicate the air pol¬ 
lution is 14 times normal in 
London.

We 
are told by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health that the 
highest ever recorded in the 
U.S. was 1706 micrograms 
per cubic meter.” 

The Los Angeles County 
Air Pollution Control Dis¬ 
trict, a pioneer in the field, 
has offered its services to 
the U.S. Department of 
Health for assistance in 
London if needed, Griswold 
said.
